WILL THE SWEET POTATO WEEVIL MEET 
THK SAME FATE A3 DID THE COTTON PEST? 
I The agricultural department of Alabama, working to­ 
gether with federal agents, by quick and efficient work 
against the sweet potato weevil seems to have throttled, 
in its early stages, a real menace to this valuable crop in 
the state. 
*’

— 
th e efforts which have been put forth against 
the 
cotton boll weeyil in Alabama have been productive of 
very good resulte- 
Ultimately, farm experts believe, the 
weevil will be entirely stamped out, if farmers continue 
to lend their ©0-operation to the campaign* which are 
waged against tie peat, and continue to cgerclsc that 
degree of care which is necessary to eliminate the weev­ 
il from the épttop fiehis. 
With such sucres» in combat­ 
ting one form of farm pest, it wtwi natural that the de­ 
partment of agriculture should take the offensive against 
the sweet potato weevil when It appeared in this state in 
1D18. 
Tim potato weevil first wr* seen in the extreme 
Southern Alabama sectionp, it is said, but spread quickly. 
With sweet potato growers eo-o pera ting splendidly, ac­ 
cording to J. W. Moore, state commission* i of agncil- 
ture, the campaign rha* been very successful, but as Mr. 
Moore points out "although the fight against this pest 
has been so vigorous during the past few years that it has 
never been able to become numerous enough to cause ma­ 
terially reduced production, the fact that it is present 
in any area causee the market for sweet potatoes from 
thttt a ren to he dosed. 
Wfe have in our office today a 
letter from a large sweet potato grower in Baldwin coun­ 
ty, and although he is located outside of the territory 
which Is infested he is unable to deliver a carload of po­ 
tatoes for which he has an order from California, as Cali­ 
fornia does not divide counties in establishing quarantine 
lines. 
"Since this work was initiated in Alabama there have 
boea 61 infested farms. During the past year only six­ 
teen farms have been found infested. This indicates th^t 
within two or three years we may reasonably expect the 
entire eradication of sweet potato weevil in Alabama. It 
is very unfortunate that it should have been introduced 
by the bringing in of infested potatoes. If it is not erád , 
tented it will levy a heavy toll on this state, as records 
of ^he U. S. department of agriculture during the past 
four years show that the average value of the Alabama 
sweet potato crop is a little more than ten million dol­ 
lars per year. 
In areas where the weevil exists sweet 
potato prodpction is necessarily practically aBhndoned, a 
large part of the potatoes being attacked, and those heav­ 
ily infested bejng unfit even as a food for animals.”
